Police May Be Used to Guard

Garbage is to remaln untouched in the 
cans or heaped in the alleys of the city if 
the Sanitary Teamsters’ union, the organiza- 
tion of garbage wagon drivers, carries out 
its plan for calling a general strike Thurs- 
day morning to enforce their allegations that 
two trips to the dumps constitute a full day's 
work, 

The trouble which threatens to menace the 
health of the city began yesterday in tie 
Seventh ward. It started with an order from 
the City hall that the drivers make three 

a day to the dumps at Seventy-eighth | 
strebt and Cottage Grove avenue. The 
eighteen teamsters declared they could not 
do the work within the time allotted and 
struck when informed that it was com- 
pulsory. 

Teamsters Start with Threats. 

Not a load of garbage yesterday was car- 
ried from the Hyde Park and Kenwood dis- 
tricts. The property owners complained to 
the department of street cleaning. The offi- 
cers of the union hurried to see Supt. Solon 
and ask the meaning and extent of the order. 
When told that it was intended to effect the 
Fifth, Sixth, Seventh, Twenty-first, and 
Twenty-seventh wards they became indig- 
nant and began to use threats. 

“You, teamsters, can make three trips a 
day,’’ said Supt. Solon. 

We can’t do it unless you pay overtime,“ 
broke in Business Agent McGregor. 

“I have put up long enough with you fel- 
lows,’’ interrupted Supt. Doherty, who was 
present. There is no use of your coming 
here any more; we are done with you.“ 


General Strike Is Planned. 


A special meeting of the union officials hur- 


riedly was called and preparations made for 
a general strike. The men tonight will call 
upon the teamsters’ joint council to indorse 
a fight, and will meet tomorrow night to 
issue the strike order. This is to affect the 
entire city and keep the 900 garbage team- 
sters idle. 

The order of Supt. Solon came as a result 
of the failure of the garbage appropriation 
to cover the needs of the work. By making 
three trips a day the teamsters could save 
the city $270 daily, and the superintendent,

MEET UNION'S MUSE. | BOY HERO OF A FIRE. 


Women Harpists See Strange 
Things Done in Name of Art. 


MONEY IS AKIN TO GENIUS. 


Applicants for Cards Asked to Play 
Rag Time as a Test. 


New York, Dec. 7.—[{Special.]—Mme. Duf- 
friche and Mme. Weill, the harpists of the 
Metropolitan opera house orchestra, who 
have the reputation of being the best harp- 
ists in the world, played before the examina- 
tlon committee of labor tooters today as a 
preliminary to joining the union and avert- 
ing the threatened strike of the musicians of 
the opera house. . 

The first formality was the payment of an 
admission fee of $100 for each of the women. 
The union grdbbed the 6200 before any ques- 
tions were asked, but after the fees had been 
pocketed the rush was over for the time so 
far as the union was concerned. 


Hear Some Weird Noises. 

The women and their escorts were left 
waiting while some musicians who play for 
table d’hétes were being examined. The 
noises coming from the examination room 
seemed to annoy the women. Mme. Du- 
friche was startied by the sudden scraping,

Mme. Dufriche made an elaborate bow to 
the committee and then without a word sat 
down before the harp. She played the bal- 
lade of Schuecker, which none of the com- 
mittee seemed familiar with.

He expressed the 
opinion that something in the way of a pop- 
ular tune would be a more satisfactory test 
and suggested something like ‘“ Plain Mamie 
O’ Hooley.”

Climbs to Alarm Box in Time to 
Prevent Spread of Flames, 


TEN PIPEMEN NEAR DEATH. 


Midnight Blaze in Cobb Chocolate 
-Piant Does $100,000 Damage. 


That a fire which did $100,000 damage to 
the Cobb Chocolate company, 374-384 Illinois 
street, last night did not spread to the ad- 
joining bulldings was due to a small boy. Too 
short to reach the alarm box he searched un- 
til he found a paving block. Standing on this 
he managed to turn the handle and send in the 
alarm. 

Before the blase was under control ten fire- 
men had a narrow escape from death and a 
five story building was burned out. Nearly 
100 employés will be idle today. 

The Cobb company occupies several build- 
ings in Illinois street, the structure at 374 
and 876 being used asa manufactory. It was 
there the fire started in the sugar room on the 
first floor. Thirteen year old Andrew Mears, 
who lives at 373 Ulinols street, was the first 
to detect the smoke. Not until he had found 
a paving block on which to stand could he 
open the alarm box and notify the fire de- 


partment. 
Explosions Spread the Fire. 

When the first companies reached the build- 
ing the flames had spread through several 
fleors. Then came several explosions, and a 
general alarm was followed by a special call 
for engines. Adjoining the burning building 
was one of the Wakem & McLaughlin ware- 
houses, and for a time Chief Musham feared . 
the flames would spread to it. By hard work, 
however, the fire was confined to the one 
building. 

Ten firemen who were fighting the fire in 
the third floor had a narrow escape. They 
were standing on a covered passageway con- 
necting two buildings when Chief Musham 
saw their danger and ordered them down. 
Scarcely had they left the spot when the 
structure collapsed. Had they remained 
they would have fallen fifty feet into thé 
burn wreckage. 

meee was a quantity of costly machinery 
in the building and the third floor gave way 
under the strain, sweeping down the lower 
floors and filling the basement with a tangle 
of wood andiren. When the floors fell blas- 
ing embers were carried high in air, falling 
among the frame houses nearby. A number 
ot bucket brigades were formed and the 


dwellings saved.

Injured Man, 4 Rrother of John M. 
Hamline, May Die. 


Leo Hamline, apparently deranged, struck 
his aged father, L. M. Hamline, with a ham- 
mer last night in the Newberry hotel. At 
first the injury was regarded as not serious, 
but after midnight the victim's condition 
grew critical. 

Dr. Fernand Henrotin visited the hotel 
at an early hour this morning and said the 
wound was such as to leave little hope for 
recovery. Attorney Jom M. Haniline, 
brother of the injured man, was present with 
Dr. Henrotin at the time of the examfhation. 

Thinks Son Mentally Deranged. 

Later Dr. Henrotin and Attorney Hamline 
went to the East Chicago avenue police sta- 
tion, where the young man had been taken, 
and the physician found that when he spoke 
to young Hamline the latter directed him 
to stand erect, shut your eyes, and hold 
your finger out thus.” These and other 
strange remarks, Dr. Henrotin says, lead him 
to believe the young man to be mentally de- 
ranged.

CANAL TREATY IS UPHELD 


Labor Are Diseussed in 
Temperate Words. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 7.—[Spectal.]— 
President Roosevelt's annual message was 
read in both houses today as soon as the pre- 
liminaries incident to the assembling of con- 
gtess were gone through with. Little other 
business was transacted. | 
President Roosevelt devotes nearly one- 
third of his annual message to congress to a 
Presentation of the isthmian canal — 
reviewing at length the treaty relations be- 
‘tween the United States and Colombia, the 
recent revolution of the isthmian states, and 
the part which the United Sta tes took in the 
affair. He takes up the canal discussion by 
., first presenting the treaty with the new re- 
public or Panama, saying: 
“By the act of June 28, 1902, the congress 
authorised the president to enter into treaty 
with Colombia for the building of the canal 
across the isthmus of Panama; it being pro- 
‘vided that in the event of failure to secure 
duch treaty after the lapse of a reasonable 
time, récourse Should be had to building a 
‘canal through Nicaragua, 
It has not been necessary to consider this 
alternative, as I am enabled to lay before the 
senate a treaty providing for the building of 
the canal across the isthmus of Panama. 
Inis was the route which commended itself 
„to the deliberate judgment of the congress, 
“ard we Gan now acquire by treaty the right 
. to construct the canal over this route. The 
~~Squestion: mow, theretore, is not by which 
route the isthmian canal shall be built, for 
that question has been definitely and irre 
~~ -vocably decided. The d ig simply 
Whether or not we shall have an isthmian 


Noute, Not Government, Meant. 
When the. congress directed that we 
should take the Panama route under treaty 
“with Colombia, the essence of the condition, 
df course, referred not to the government 
which controlled that route, but to the route 
itself; to the territory across which the route 
lay, not to the name which for the moment 
the territory bore on the map. The purpose 
of the law was to authorize the president to 
make a treaty with the power in actual con- 
trol ot the isthmus of Panama. This pur- 
pose has been fulfilled. 

In the year 1846 this government entered 
into a treaty with New Granada, the prede- 
cessor upon the isthmus of the republic of 
Colombia’ and of the present republic of 
Panama, by which treaty it was provided 
that the government and citizens of the 
United States should always have free and 
open right of way of transit. across the isth- 
mus of Panama by any modes of communica- 
tion that might be constructed, while in re- 
turn our government guaranteed the perfect 
neutrality of the above mentioned isthmus 
with the view that the free transit from the 
one to the other sea might not be interrupted 
or embarrassed. 

Our Rights in Panama. : 
The treaty vested in the United States 
a substadtial property right carved out of 
> the righ sovereignty and property which 

New Grahada then had and possessed over 
the said territory. The name of New Gran- 
ada has passed away and its territory has 
been divided. Its successor, the government 
of Colombia, has ceased to own any property 
in the isthmus. A new republic, that of 
Panama, which was at one time a sovereign 
state, and at another timea mere department 
of the successive confederations known as 
New Granada and Colombia, has now suc- 
ceeded to the rights which first one and then 
the other formerly exercised over the isth- 


mus. 
But as long as the isthmus endures, the 
mere geographical fact of its existence, and 
the peculiar interest therein which is re- 
quired by our position, perpetuate the sol- 
émn contract which binds the holders of the 
territory to respect our right to freedom of 
transit across it, and binds us in return to 
Safeguard for the isthmus and the werld the 
exercise of that inestimable privilege. The 
true interpretation of the obligations upon 
which the United States entered in this treaty 
cf 1846 has been given repeatedly in the utter- 
‘ ances of presidents and secretaries of state. 


Efforts to Please Colombia. 

Last spring, under the act above referred 
to, a treaty concluded between the represen- 
tatives of the republic of Colombia and of 
our government was ratified by the senate. 
This treaty was entered into at the urgent 
solicitation of the pedple of Colombia and 
after a body of experts appointed by our 
government especially to go into the matter 

ef the routes across the isthmus had pro- 
mouneed unanimously in favor of the Panama 
route. 

In drawing up this treaty every conces- 
‘sion was made to the people and to the gov- 
ernment of Colombia. We were more than 
zust in dealing with them. Our generosity 
was such as to make it a serious qu on 
whether we had not gone too far in their in-

It does not appear 
that the government made any real effort to 
secure ratification.

'**' “Tmmediately after the adjournment of 
congress a revolution broke cut in Panama. 
The people of Panama had long been discon- 
» tented with the republic of Colombia, and 
they had been kept quiet only by the pros- 
pect of the conclusion of the treaty, which 
was to them 4 matter of vital concern. When 
it became evident that the treaty was hope- 
lessly lost the people of Panama rose liter 
ally as one man. Not a shot was fired by a 
single man on the isthmus in the interest 
of the Colombian government. Not a life 
was lost in the accomplishment of the revo- 
lution. The Colombian troops etationed on 
the isthmus, who had long been unpaid, made 
commion cause with the people of Panama,

“Yn short, the experience of over half a

century has shown Colombia to de utterly 


ineapable of keeping order on the isthmus. 
Only the active interference of the United 
States has enabled her to preserve so much as 
a semblance of sovereignty. Had it not been 
for the exercise by the United States of the 
police power in her interest ber connection 
with the isthmus would have been sundered 
long ago. In 1830. in 1860, in 1878, in 1885, in 
1901, and again in 1902 sailors and marines 
from. United States warships were forced tq 
land in order to patrol the isthmus, to protect 
life and property. and to see that the transit 
across the isthmus was kept open. In 1861, 
in 1862, in 1888. and in 1900. the Colombian 
government asked that the United States 
government would land troops to protect its 
interests and maintain order on the isthmus. 


Transit Must Be Undisturbed. 
„The control, in the interest of the com- 
merce and traffic of the whole civilized world, 
of the means of undisturbed transit across 
the isthmus of Panama, has become of trans- 
cendent importance to the United States. 
We have repeatedly exercised this control 
by intervening in the course of domestic 
dissension, and by protecting the territory 
from foreign invasion. In 1853 Mr. Everett 
assured the Peruvian minister that we should 


‘not hesitate to maintain the neutrality of 


the isthmu® in the case of war between Peru 
and Colombia. In 1864 Colombia, which has 
always been vigilant to avail itself of its

DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE. | 


The establishment of the department of 
commerce and labor, with the bureau of cor- 
porations thereunder, marks a real advance 
in the direction of doing all that is possible 
for the solution of the questions vitally af- 
fecting capitalists and wageworkers. The 
act creating the department was approved 
on Feb. 14, 1908, and two days later the head 
of the department was nominated and con- 
firmed by the senate. Since then the work 
of organization has been pushed as rapidly 
as the initial appropriations permitted. 

“The legislation was moderate. It was 


we were not attacking corporations, but en- 
deavoring to provide for doing away with 
any evil in them; that we drew the line 
against misconduct, not against. wealth; | 
gladly recognizing the great good done by 
the capitalist whe alone, or in conjunction 
with his fellows, does his work along proper 
and legitimate lines. The purpose of the 
legislation, which purpose will undoubtedly 
be fulfilled, was to favor such a man when 
he does well, and to supervise his action only 
to prevent him from doing ill. 

Publicity can do no harm to the honest 
corporation. The only corporation that has 
cause to dread it is the corporation which 
shrinks from the light, and about the welfare 
of such corporations we need not be oversen- 
sitive. Thé work of the department of com- 
merce and labor has been conditioned upon 
this theory, of securing fair treatment alike 
td labor and for capital.

CAPITAL AND LABOR. 

„The consistent policy of the national gov- 
ernment, so fay ap it has the power, is to 
hold in check the unscrupulous man, wheth- 
er employer or employé; but to refuse to 
weaken individual initiative or to hamper 
or cramp the industrial developmegt of the 
country. 

„We recognize that this is an era of fed- 
eration and combination, in which great cap- 
italistic corporations and labor unions have 
become factors of tremendous importance 
in all industrial centers. Hearty recognition 
is given the far reaching, beneficent work 
which has been accomplished through both 
corporations and unions, and the line as 
between different corporations, as between 
different unions, is drawn as it is between 
different individuals; that is, it is drawn 
on conduct, the effort being to treat both 
organized capital and organized labor alike; 
asking nothing save that the interest of 
each shall be brought into harmony with 
the interest of the general public, and that 
the conduct of each shall conform to the 
fundamental rules of obedience to law, of 
individual freedom, and of justice and fair 
dealing towards all. 


Tyranny Must Cease. 


Whenever either corporation, labor union, 
or individual disregards the law or acts in a 
spirit of arbitrary and tryannous interfer- 
ence with the rights of others, whether cor- 
porations or individuals, then where the fed- 
eral government has jurisdiction, it will see 
to it that the misconduct is stopped, paying 
not the slightest heed to the position or power 
of the corporation, the union or the indi- 
vidual, but only to the one vital fact—that is, 
the question whether or not the conduct of 
the Individual or aggregate of individuals is 
in accordance with the law of the land. 

Every man must be guaranteed his lib- 
erty and his right to do as he likes with his 
property or his labor, so long as he does not 
infringe the rights of others. No man is 
above the law and no man is below it; npr 
do we ask any man’s permission when we ré- 
quire him to obey it. Obedience to the law 
is demanded as a right; not asked asa favor. 


From all sources, exclusive of the postal 
service, the receipts of the government for 
the last fiscal year aggregated $560 ,396,674.

“The integrity of our currency is beyond 
question, and under present conditions it 
would be unwise and unnecessary to at- 
tempt a reconstruction of our entire mone- 
tary system. The same liberty should be 
granted the secretary of the treasury to de- 
posit customs receipts as is granted him in 
the deposit of recéipte from other sources. 
In my m e of Dec. 2, 1902, I called at- 
tention to certain needs of the financial sit- 
uation, and I again ask the consideration of 
the congress for these questions.

10 AID MERCHANT MARINE. | 


„A majority of our people desire that steps 
be taken in the interests of American ship- 
ping, so that we may once more résume our 
former position in the ocean carrying trade. 
But hitherto the differences of opinion as to 
the proper method of reaching this end have 
been so wide that it has proved impossible 
to secure the adoption of any particular 
scheme. 

Having in view these facts, I recommend 
that the congress direct the secretary of the 
navy, the postmaster general, and the secre- . 
tary of commerce and labor, associated with 
such a representation from the senate and 
house of representatives as the congress in 
its wisdom may designate, to serve as a com- 
mission for the purpose of investigating and 
reporting to the congress at its next session 
what legislation is desirable or necessary 
for the development of the American mer- 
chant marine and American commerce, and 
incidentally of a national ocean mail service 
of adequate auxiliary naval cruisers and 
naval reserves. 


NATURALIZATION FRAUDS. 


“ We cannot have too much immigration of 
the right kind, and we should have none at 
all of the wrong kind. The need is to devise 
some system by which undesirable immi- 
grants shall be kept out entirely, while de- 
sirable immigrants are properly distributed 
throughout the country. At present some 
districts which need immigrants have none, 


congested, immigrants come in such numbers 
as to depress the conditions of life for those 
already there. 

“The special investigation of the subject 
of naturalization under the direction of the 
attorney general and the consequent prose- 
cutions reveal a condition of affairs calling 
for the immediate attention of congress. 
Forgeries and perjuries of shameless and 
flagrant character have been perpetrated not 
only in the dense centers of population out 
throughout the country; and it is established 
beyond doubt that many so-called citizens 
of the United States have no title whatever 
to that right, and are asserting and en- 
joying the benefits of the same through the 
grossest frauds. 

It is not necessary for me to refer here 
at large to the causes leading to this state of 
affairs. The desire for naturalization is 
heartily to be commended where it springs 
from a sincere and permanent intention to 
become citizens and a real appreciation of 
the privilege. But it & a source of untold 
evil and trouble where it is traceable to 
selfish and dishonest motives, such as the 
effort by artfficial and improper means, in 
wholesale fashion to create voters who are 
ready made tools of corrupt politicians, or the 
desire to evade certain labor laws creating 
discriminations against alien labor.

In my last annual message, in connection 
with the subject of the due regulation.of com- 
binations of capital which are or may become 
injurious to the public, I recommended a 
special appropriation for the better enforce- |. 
ment of the anti-trust law. Congress appro- 
priated for the purpose the sum of $500,000, 
to be expended under the direction of the 
attorney general in the employment of special 
counsel and agents in the department of jus- 
tice to conduct proceedings and prosecutions 
under said laws in the courts of the United 
States. I now recommend the extension of 
the purposes of this appropriation so that it 
may be available, under the direction of the 
attorney general, and until used, for the due 
enforcement of the laws of the United States 
in general and especially of the civil and 
criminal laws relating to public lands and the 
laws relating to postal crimes and offenses 
and the subject of naturalization.

„I speak in another part of this message 
ef the widespread crimes by which the sa- 
cred right of citizensnip is falsely asserted 
and that ‘ inestimable heritage ' perverted to 
base ends. By similar means—that is, 
through frauds, forgeries, and perjuries, and 
by shameless briberies—the laws relating 
to the proper condi of the public service 
in general, and to the due administration 
ef the postoffice department, have been no- 
toriously violated, and many indictments 
have been found, and the consequent prose- 
cutions are in course of hearing or on the 
eve thereof. 

For the reasons thus indicated, and so 
that the government may be prepared to 
enforce promptly and with greatest effect. 
the due penalties for such violations of law, 
and to this end may be furnished with suffi- 
cient instrumentalities and competent legal 
assistance for the investigations and trials 
which will be necessary at many different 
points of the country, I urge upon con- 
gress the necessity of making the said ap- 
propriation available for immediate use for 
al! such purposes, to be expended under the 
direction of the attorney general. 


| TO EXTRADITE BRIBERS., 

“Steps have been taken by the state depart- 
ment looking to the making of bribery an 
extraditable offense with foreign powers. 
The need of more effective treaties covering 
this crime is manifest. The exposures and 
prosecutions of official corruption in St. 
Louis, Mo., and other cities and states have 
resulted in a number of givers and takers of 
bribes becoming fugitives in foreign lands. 
Bribery has not been included in extradition 
treaties heretofore, as the necessity’ for it 
has not arisen. Jt should be the policy of the 
United States to leave no place on earth 
where a corrupt man fleeing from this coun- 
try can rest in peace. There is no reason 
why bribery should not be included in all 
treaties as extraditable. 

„Government of the people, by the people, 
for the people will perish from the face of 
the earth if bribery is tolerated. The givers 
and takers of bribes stand on an evil pre- 
eminence of infamy. The exposure and pun- 
ishment of public corruption is an honor to a 
nation, not a disgrace. The shame lies in 
toleration, not in correction. 2

ſ BOUNDARY SETTLED. 


“For several years past the rapid de- 
velopment of Alaska and the establishment 
of growing American interests in regions 
theretofore .unsurveyed and imperfectly 
known brought into prominence the urgent 
necessity of a practical demarcation of the 
boundaries between the jurisdictions of the 
United States and Great Britain. 

After unavailing attempts to reach an 
understanding through a joint high commis- 
sion, followed by prolonged - negotiations, 
conducted in an amicable spirit, a convention 
between the United States and Great Britain 
was signed Jan. 24, 1003, providing for an 
examination of the subject by a mixed 
tribunal of six members, three on a side, with 
a view to its final disposition. 

„This tribunal met in London on Sept. 
3. On the 20th of October a majority of the 
tribunal reached and signed an agreement 
on all the questions submitted by the terms 
of the convention, By this award the right 
of the United States to the contro! of a con- 
tinuous strip or border of the mainland 
shore, skirting all the tide water inlets and 
sinuosities of the coast, is confirmed.

ae The rural free delivery service has been 


steadily extended. The attention of the cun- 
gress is asked to the question of the compern- 
sation of the letter cafriers and clerks en- 
gaged in the postal service, especially on the 
new rural free delivery routes. More routes 
have been i ed since the first of July 
last than in any like period in the depart- 
ment’s history. While a due regard to econ- 
omy must be kept in mind in the establish- 
ment of new routes, yet the extension of the 
rural free delivery system must be continued, 
for reasons of sound public policy. Rura: 
free delivery, tgken in connection with the 
telephone, the bicycle, and the trolley, ac- 
complishes much toward lessening the Isola 
tion of farm life and making it brighter and 
more attractive. It is unhealthy and unde- 
sirable for the cities to grow at the expeiise 
of the country; and rural free delivery ig not 
only a good thing in itself, but is good because 
it is one of the causes which check this un- 
wholesome tendency towards the urban con- 
centration of our population at the expense 
of the country districts. It is for the same 
reason that we sympathize with and approve 
of the policy of building good roads. 


“I trust that the congress will continue 
to favor in all proper ways the Louisiana 
Purchase exposition. This exposition com- 
memorates the Louisiana pyrchase, which 
was the first great step in the expansion 
which made us a continental nation. The 
expedition of Lewis and Clark across the 
continent followed thereon and marked the 
beginning of the process of exploration and 
colonization which thrust our national boun- 
daries to the Pacific. The centennial of our 
establishment upon the western coast by the 
expedition of Lewis and Clark is to be cele- 
brated at Portland. Ore., by an exposition in 
the summer of 1905, and this event should 
receive recognition and support from the na- 
tional government.

I call your special attention to the terri- 
tory of Alaska. The country is developing 
rapidly, and it has an assured future. The 
mineral wealth is great, and has as yet 
hardly been tapped. The fisheries will be 
a business as permanent as any other. The 
forests, if properly guarded, will form an- 
other great source of wealth. Portions of 
Alaska are fitted for farming and stock 
raising, although the methods must be 
adapted to the pecullar conditions of the 
country. Proper land laws should be enact- 
ed. Coal land laws should be provided. 
Salmon hatcheries, exclusively under gov- 
ernment control, should be established. The 
cable should be extended from Sitka west- 
ward. Wagon roads and trails should be 
built, and the building of railroads promoted | 
in all legitimate ways.

“The Philippines should be knit closer to 
us by tariff arrangements.

The condition of the islanders 
is in material things far better than ever be- 
fore, while their governmental, intellectual, 
and moral advance has kept pace with their 
material advance.

“The cash receipts of the general land 
for the last fiscal year were $11,024,-

| IMPROVEMENT IN THE ARMY. 


Then, referring to the army, the message 
continues: 
Phe effect of the laws a gen- 
eral staff for the army and for the more 
effective use of the national guard has been 
excellent. Great improvement has been made 
in the efficiency of our army in recent years. 
Such schools as those erected at Fort Leav- 
enworth and Fort Riley and the institution 
of fall maneuver work accomplish satisfac- 
tory results. The good effect of these ma- 
neuvers upon the National Guard is marked, 
and ample appropriation should be made 
to enable the guardsmen of the several 
states to share in the benefit. 1 
The government should as scon as pos- 
sible secure suitable permanent camp sites 
for military maneuvers in the various sec- 
tions of the country. The service thereby 
rendered not only to the regular army, but 
to the National Guard of the several states, 
will be so great as to repay many times over 
the relatively small expense. 


‘Opposes Promotion by Seniority. 
“We should not rest satisfied with what 
has been done, however. The only people 
who are contented with a system of promo- 
tion by mere seniority are those who aré con- 
tented with the triumph of mediocrity over 
excellence. On the other hand, a system 
‘which encouraged the exercise of social or 
political favoritism in promotions would be 
even worse. But it would surely be easy to 
devise a method of promotion from grade to 
grade in which the opinion of the higher 
‘officers of the service upon the candidates 
should be decisive upon the standing and pro- 
motion of the latter. i 
“In other word® ability, energy, fidelity, 
and all other similar qualities determine the 


rank of @ man year after year in West Point, 


and his standing in the army when he grad- 
uates from West Point; but from that time 
on all effort to find which man is best or 
3 and reward or punish him accordingly, 
is abandoned; no brilliancy, no amount of 
hard work, no eagerness in the performance 
of duty can advance him, and no slackness or 
indifference that falls short of a court-martial 
offense can retard him. 

“Until this system is changed we cannot 
hope that our officers will be of as high grade 
as we have a right to expect, considering the 
material upon which we draw. Moreover, 
when a man renders such service as Capt. 
Pershing rendered last spring in the Moro 
campaign, it ought to be possible to reward 
him without at once jumping him to the grade 
of brigadiea general. 


* Shortly after the enunciation of that fa- 
mous principle of American foreign policy 
now known as the Monroe doctrine,”’ Presi- 
dent Monroe, in a special message to con- 
gress on Jan. 30, 1824, spoke as follows: 

The navy is the arm from which our govern- 
ment will always derive most aid in support of 
our . rights. Every power in war 
will know the strength of our naval power, the 
number of our ships of each class, their condition, 
and the promptitude with which we may bring 
them into service, and will pay due consideration 
to that argument. 

“TI heartily congratulate congress upon the 
steady progress in building up the American 
navy. We cannot afford a letup in this great 
work. To stand. still means to go back. 
There should be no cessation in adding to 
the effective units of the fighting strength of 
the fleet. Meanwhile the navy department 
and the officers of the navy are doing well 
their part by providing constant service at 
sea under conditions akin to those of actual 
warfare. Our officers and enlisted men are 
learning to handle the battleships, cruisers, 
and topedo boats with high efficiency in fleet 
and squadron formations, and the standard 
of marksmanship is being steadily raised. 
The best work ashore is indispensable, but 
the highest duty of a naval officer is to exer- 
cise command at sea. , 


Naval Base in Philippines. 

“The establishment of a naval base in the 
Philippines ought not to be longer postponed, 
Such a base is desirable in time of peace: in 
time of war it would be indispensable, and its 
lack would be ruinous. Without it our fleet 
would be helpless. Our naval experts are 
agreed that Subig bay is the proper place for 
the purpose. The national interests require 
that the work of fortification and develop- 
ment of a naval station at Subig bay be 
begun at an early date, for under the best 
conditions it is a work which will consume 
much time. 

“It is eminently desirable, however, that 
there should be provided a naval general 
staff on lines similar to those of the general 
staff lately created for the army. Within the 
navy department itself the needs of the serv. 
ice have brought about a system.under which 
the duties of a general staff are partially 
performed, for the bureau of navigation has 
under its direction the war college, tite office 
of naval intelligence, and the board of in- 
spection, and has been in close touch with 
the general board of the navy. But though 
under the excellent officers at their head 
these boards and bureaus do good work, they 
have not the authority of a general staff, and 
have not sufficient scope to insure

Rath- 
bone, the convicted Cuban boodler, was once 
a power in republican politics in Ohio. ard 
Machen, now under indictment for participa- 
tion in the recent postal frauds, comes from 
the same state. The general opinion, there- 
fore, is that the editorial discussion was 
merely an attempt to get even with the presi- 
dent, and there is no possibility of such a 
thing as the loss of the Ohio delegation te 
President Roosevelt next June. 


Big Convention May Be in June. 

It is understood the republican national 
convention will be called to meet about June 
9. It may be a week later, but the general 
sentiment of the committee, as ascertained 
by previous reports, is that the convention 
ought to be held during the first half of the 
month. 

If the extra session of congress had no other 
effect it at least has expedited the work of 
both senate and house by from two to four 
weeks: The house in particular begins work 
with the committees all organized. It is the 
general opinion, therefore, that congress 
ought to be able to adjourn some little time 
before June 1. so there will be nothing to 
interfere with the opening of the big con- 
vention as early as June 9 or 10. 

As to the place of holding the convention 
the sentiment is growing almost unanimous 
in favor of Chicago. As has been said before, 
it all depends upon whether the Chicago dele- 
gation deals in hot air or in certified checks. 
Representatives of St. Louis, New York, and 
other places have been busy within the last 
few days circulating the report that the Ham- 
Uton club has nothing more behind it than a 
big subscription list, and {t will be unable 
to produce anything tangible; If that should 
be true, of course Chicago would lose the 
convention, but the members of congress 
from that city assert with great positiveness 
that the delegation will come to Washington 
with an assurance of money to come which 
will be represented as an Al credit by any 
commercial agency in the country. 

The national committee will listen patiently 
to the arguments, but every member knows 
and most of them have publicly admitted that 
Chicago is the best ssible place for any 
convention, and so the decision at the end of 
this week is to be made solely on the show- 
down as to the amount of money to be paid 
over in cash sooner or later by the citizens 
of Chicago to the national committee. 


Secretary Shaw Files Estimates. 
Secretary Shaw today submitted to con- 
gress his estimate of appropriations for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1905. The items 
of interest to Illinois are: For continuing 
the construction of the Chicago postffice, 
$750,000; rene of temporary postoffice, $26,- 
758: improvements of Chicago harbor, $295,- 
000; improving Calumet harbor, $250,000; 
purchase of land for a naval training sta- 
tion on Lake Michigan near Chicago, $250,- 
000; improving the harbor at Waukegan, 
$240,000; maintenance of the harbor at Wau- 
kegan and establishing a light and fog sig- 
nal, $10,000. 

For a new hospital, officers’ quarters, 

storehouse, stables, machinery, and shop 
fixtures at the Rock Island arsenal, $119,- 
000 is estimated. Other estimates are for 
the care and preservation of Rock Island 
arsenal, $10,000; extension, maintenance, and 
improvement of the soldiers’ home at Dan- 
ville, $398,900; for surgeons’ quarters at the 
Marine hospital at Chicago, $15,000, and at- 
tendants’ quarters at the Marine hospital 
in Cairo, $5,000. 
For completing public buildings in Mlinois 
the following are estimates: Champaign, 
$40,000; Decatur, $25,000; Dekalb, $35,000; 
Evanston, 322.800; Jacksonville, $30,000; 
Kankakee, $42,500; Oak Park, $26,250; Ot- 
ta wa, $35,000; Pekin, $25,000, and Sterling. 
$20,000.

. Retain Their Old Rank. 

While the nominations are dated to take 
effect from the time the commissions were 
first issued on the recess appointments, it 
is the general opinion of members of the 
senate that the nominees will retain their 
old rank until the nominations are confirmed, 
despite the fact that all of the officers af- 
fected have been serving for nearly three 
months under the advanced rank and pay 
to which they will be entitled when con- 
firmed. On this theory Gen. Wood win 
cease as major general and will resume his 
rank of brigadier general and hold it until 
he is confirmed im the higher rank. When 
he is confirmed, however, he will receive 
a commission dated Aug. 8, and his ad- 
vanced pay will take effect from that time,

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WHEAT. |. INTERESTING TRADE GOSSIP ON ‘CHANGE. | 


Since the local wheat market has had 
strong bull leader the fluctuations in St. Soule 
have had little effect on prices here, but to 
show that the St. Louis December deal is not 
forgotten there the Modern Miller prints two 
pages. of interviews with red winter wheat 
millers denouncing “ manipulation in wheat 
markets. It gives also some interesting de- 
tails of the progress of the deal, as follows: 

The members of the syndicate and their 
brokers claim that of the deliveries so far 
made the people making them have pieked 
out the highest priced contracts in order to 
make the long interest pay out as much 
money as they can, and the longs assert that 
the shorts who are doing this will default on 
their low priced contracts, taking the chances 
of a settling price based on a commercial and 
not @ manipulated and fictitious value under 
the rules of the Merchants’ exchange. Such 
a settling price, even with the 10 per cent 


penalty added, would be much lower than the 


pregent price. A number of southeastern 
millers who were anxious to obtain supplies 
of soft winter wheat have been here, hoping 
to obtain large quantities of No. 2 red at rea- 
sonable prices after the deliveries were made. 
Greatly to their surprise, the people to whom 
the cash Wheat was delivered refused to name 
a price at which they would dispose of their 
holdings. The reason for this is presumed to 
be that as long as so much December wheat 
remains unsettied, the longs do not care to 
jeo their position on the basis of set- 
tlement they demand—lte above the May 
price in Chicago—by selling the cash wheat at 
& price so far below such a basis, and such a 
p they would have to accept to dispose of 
any amount of consequence.’ 


The visible supply Increase of 1,902,000 bu 
was considerably beyond the expectations of 
the trade, comparing as it did with an in- 
crease of 668,000 bu the previous week. But 
the total supply, a matter of much more mo- 
ment than the changes from week to week, 
which may reflect apparent rather than real 
conditions, is 12,898,000 bu smaller than a 
year ago. The increase shown yesterday 
was created largely by the transfer of wheat 
from private elevators to the lakes, which 
throws it under board of trade cognizance. 
Two important points—Buffalo and Galveston 
—have more wheat availabie than a year ago, 
but the stocks at the Atlantic coast ports— 
Baltimore, Boston, Philadeiphia, and New 
York—are reduced 60 per cent, the four points 
reporting a total of 2,074,000 bu, as compared 
with 4,075,000 bu a year ago. Total stocks at 
Buffalo, the four seaboard points, New Or- 
leans, and Galveston, and on the lakes are 
13,681,000 bu, as against 15,626,000 bu a year 
ago, a shrinkage of 1.948.000 bu. These are 
the stocks which must be drawn upon by the 
exporter, except for shipments all rai) from 
the west, so it is evident export clearances of 
wheat will continue higher. than they were 
last year. 

Sofhe one started a story at the opening 
that an Antwerp cable reported Argentine 
offers of wheat withdrawn because of heavy 
rains. It was the common property of the 
pit in a few minutes, the news agencies sent 
out the “news,” and there was enough buy- 
ing of wheat on the strength of it to advance 
the price %o quickly. But there seemed to 
be a god deal of wheat for sale on the up- 
turn, direct Argentine cables reported fine 
weather, the Antwerp market broke 1760. 
and then it was discovered that the alleged 
Antwerp cable was a letter instead, and 
probably one that came by slow steamer. 
The market broke ic, and although the loss 
was recovered, it was probably not until 
most traders who had bought wheat on the 
early Argentine news had sold it out, perhaps 
at a loss. How the report started no one 
knew, no gne ever does, but it reminded the 
old timers of the eterna! truth of the specu- 
lative adage: Don't believe all you hear, 
and not very much of what you see. 

The fight to make No. 2 hard winter wheat 
deliverable on contracts here without a pen- 
alty is to be renewed'soon. Eastern export- 
ers and hedgers are particularly anxious to 
have conditions in this market so changed 
that it will be possible to build up a contract 
stock here and make their hedging opera- 


tions safer. Having secured the slight con- 
cession of the adoption of a rule making the 
No. 2 deliverable at a 80 penaky they will 
bring the matter up soon again with the hope 
of having the No. 2 hard winter wheat made 
a straight contract grade here by July 1 next. 
The diminishing yield of red winter wheat 
in the territory tributary to Chicago, with 
the prospect of a small yield the coming year, 
and the fact that only 87 cars of No. 1 north- 
ern were inepected in by rall the last year 
will all be used as arguments to enforce the 
claims that neither grade is property tribu- 
tary to this market, and that the best inter- 
ests of the trade in general would be served 
by adding No. 2 hard to the List. 


Some of the wheat traders thought the 
action of their market was in the nature of 
a distinct warning on the part of the Armour 
interest to the boys not to get gay and sell 
short. Every one thought there was Ar- 
mour selling on the early advance, and 

h Valentine was a buyer at 82c, every 
one thought there was more Armour selling 
when the May broke to 81%c. and around 
81%0c it looked ite weakest. But at this point 
there was buying of calls on a large scale 
at Milwaukee, and a big buying order camo 
into the pit through Logan-Bryan. The pit 
trade was sure Armour was the principal! in 
each case, and there was such a scrambie to 
buy back wheat the market went up a cent 
in a fifth of the time it had taken to go down.

A Saline county message 
says: Wheat suffering for rain; some dam- 
age from fiy.’ Versailles reports Crop de- 
teriorating badly. Less wheat showing on 
the ground than ever known at season 
of the year.“ | 

Export figures indicate restricted 
for lard, as compared with season a year 
ago. The provision exports for the week were 


- 1,619,000 lbs lard, as against 13,140,000 Ibs a 


year ago. There was not much difference in 
pork on bacon, the former at 2,630 bris and the 
latter 22,288 boxes. The retall trade in lard 
is said to be running almost exclusively to 
small pails and packages other than tilerces. 

A Broomhall cable contained an intimation 
that Australia had contributed 112,000 bu of 
wheat to the world’s shipment, though no 
shipments from that country were included 
in the board’s report. The reference to it in 
the Broomhall cable was a claim that it was 
a reshipment of Argentine wheat. 

There were deliveries yesterday of 200,000 
bu wheat, 230,000 bu corn, and 55.000 bu oats. 
A good deal of the wheat was put out by 
Irwin-Green, and some of that taken in was 
sold at once at Ke premium over December. 
Armour delivered some corn and oats. Mo- 
Reynolds took in most of the corn. 

There is no change in the flour situation,”

National bank organisations during the 
month of November were the smallest for 
any month since the enactment of the law, 
March 14, 1900. There were but twenty 


new banks added to the national system 
during the month, and the aggregate of new 
capital was but $785,000. 

Of the new banks eighteen with capita) 
aggregating $460,000 were institutions with 
individual] capital of less than $60,000. Of 
the two othera, one with §200,000 capital, was 
organized in Nevada, being the first bank 
organized in that state since March 14, 1900, 
and the other with $125,000 capita] was or- 
ganized in Alabama. 

According to the New York Journal of 
Commerce, the most striking feature of the 
record for November was the comparative 
activity of the organization of new banks in 
the south and west as compared with the 
eastern states and New England. In Oc- 
tober out of $200,000 new capital all but 
$255,000 was added by banke in the western

Twenty per cent has been 
suggested as the uniform commission, but 
some of the large companies that get all 
the business they want in the congested dis- 
trict at 16 per cent do not wish to pay 20 per 
cent for that class of business, and suggest 
15 per cent and 25 per cent. Several com- 
panies also have announced that they will 
not sign any pledge that involves a reduc- 
tion in rates on preferred business. 

There is an understanding among the 
committee that if it agrees upon a report 
the association will be asked to accept it as 
it stands. Whatever concessions are to be 
made will be made in the committee, and it 
is unwilling to have its report torn to pieces 
in the association.

ARE 700 BASY. 


POLICE CHARGE LENIENCY IN 
CONCEALED WEAPONS CASES. 


Men Found with Revolvers Not Only 
Are Discharged, but the Fines Im- 
posed Have Been Lower than Al- 
lowed by Law — Record Shown in 
Reports of Inspectors — Seuth Side 
Magistrates Especially Are Kind— 
Reprimand from Mayor Expected, 


In the eyes of the police justices of Chjcago 
it has not been a heavy offense for a man to 
carry concealed weapons. When disposed to 
inflict any penalty the magistrates t- 
ly have set themselves up as higher than the 
legislature and have paid no attention to the

requirements of the statutes. 

Chief O'Neill yesterday received from the 
police inspectors reports showing the dis- 
position of cases involving the charge of 
carrying concealed These reports 
show that the police justices not only have 
discharged men found with revolvers in 
their pockets, but,. when imposing a fine, 
have made it lower than allowed by law. 


South Side Justices Lenient. 


Within the last six months no justice of 
the peace in the south side division com- 
manded by Inspector Hunt has imposed a 
fine larger than the minimum provided by 
the statute. In nearly one-half the cases 
the justice has dismissed the prisoner, al- 
though the policeman making the arrest has 
produced in court the weapon taken from 


The reports were turned over to the mayor, 
and it is expected that the result will be a 
reprimand for the magistrates and an order 
that hereafter the laws be obeyed. 

The statutes provide that a man found 
guilty of carrying a concealed weapon shall 
be fined not more than $200 or less than $25. 
“What right,” asked Chief O'Neill, has 
a justice of the peace to impose a fine of less 
than "$25? 

Courts Use Own Discretion. _ 


| The fact that the right to do so is lacking 
does not seem to have interfered with the 
doing of it. The justices have used their 
discretion. The following table shows the 
number of cases in which the prisoner either 
was discharged by the justice or released 
upon payment of the costs or a fine less than 
the minimum allowed by law: 


Fines Mostly the Minimum. 
For a prisoner to receive the maximum fine 
of $200 is a rare case. The consequences of 
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the attitude taken by the justices, according 
to Chief O'Neill, are that the police find 
themselves baffled in attempts to preserve 
order. The laxity is held to be responsible 
for much of the crime which makes th 
streets unsafe at night.
